The audio stream will enable people from across the 
state of Nebraska to virtually attend the gathering without 
traveling to Varner Hall in Lincoln. Students, faculty and 
anyone else interested in hearing the latest issues facing 
the university can tune in and hear the regents for both the 
8 a.m. and 10:30 am. committee meetings as well as the 
full 1 p.m. board meeting. 

“It’s for people’s convenience ... so they can tune 
in,” said NU Communications Manager Mary Kay Roth. 
“They're simply going to audio-feed the program.” 

Highlights of today’s conversations will include the 
construction of a 28,000 square-foot Geriatric Center at the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center and a proposed $16 
million budget deficit request to help fund the replacement 
of the university-wide Student Information System.

Before 1,182 fans in Lincoln, Nebraska’s Devaney center 
on Monday night, the UNO women’s basketball team 
faced the Nebraska Cornhuskers. The annual preseason 
game pitted two of the best teams in the state. UNO fell to 
the Cornhuskers 78-50 in this exhibition match. 

Cayla Hargrove continued her hot pace in the preseason 
with 18 points, 14 of which came in the second half. This 
was the second consecutive game in a row that Hargrove 
has led the Mavericks in scoring. Hargrove also tied for 
the team lead in rebounds Monday night with eight for the 
game. 

The Mavericks were a bit shaky on offense during the 
preseason finale. The Mavs were only able to connect on 
three of the first 15 shots from the floor. The defense of the 
Cornhuskers completely stymied UNO’s offense in the first 
half, causing 20 turnovers. 

The Mavs improved a bit on the offensive side of the 
ball in the second half, but shot only 30 percent from the 
field for the game. UNO did shoot well beyond the arc 
for the game, connecting on 4 of 11 shots from three-point 
range for 36 percent. The Mavs also shot well from the 
charity stripe, converting on 14 of 18 free throw attempts. 

The Mavericks are showing teams a different look this 
season with a total of seven new junior college transfers 
on the program. Four of these new transfer students got to 
start in the Maverick’s preseason action.

Junior Tara Wegehaupt

and Jessica Powers (4.0, 
exercise science) received 
their first selection. 

The winner of UNO 
and Truman State will face 
Winona State. UNO has 
not faced Winona State in 
five years, but havé an all- 
time record of 2-0 against 
them.

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Mavericks vs. Wildcats: The headliner in the NCC's final chapter

The North Central Conference has crowned at 
least one champion in 56 straight seasons as a member 
of the NCAA. As No. 13 Central Washington (8-1, 6-1) 
gets set to host No. 2 UNO (9-0, 7-0) in Ellensburg, the 
conference’s 57th and final title is on the line. 

The Mavericks have clinched a share already, 
and will win the NCC crown outright by winning 
tomorrow’s contest, set for a 2 p.m. CST kick-off. 
Central Washington seemingly came out of nowhere 
to become title contenders, and if they upset the 
Mavericks at home it would mean they would nab a 
share of the title in just their 
second and final year as a 
member of the NCC. 

The drama of _ the 
conference’s final season has 
come down to one monstrous 
weekend. With the big game 
just around the corner, here’s 
an in-depth look at key 
match-ups within the battle, 
and who has the edge. 


UNO Junior QB Zach 
Miller vs. CWU Junior OB 
Mike Reilly = 

Apples, meet Oranges. 
Miller is  an_ option 
quarterback that has shown, 
in spurts earlier this season, 
an ability to throw downfield. 
At 6-4, 214 lbs., Miller has 
a freight train’s combination 
of size and speed. Not many 
defenders can find their 
mouthpiece after taking No. 
15 head on, let alone come up 
with the tackle. He has 2,167 


national prominence. He doesn’t have a ground 
attack to lean on like Miller, and still his numbers 
are gaudy. 

But as much as Miller leans on that ground 
game, it’s leaning twice as hard back on him. He 
is, and will be until his final game, the most feared 
runner on his team. His presence alone makes 
UNO's offense tick. His numbers don’t astonish 
because UNO hasn’t needed them to, but he is 
more than capable of taking over a game at any 
point. 

Although these two stars will never line up 
across from one another, the success of each 
quarterback will have a direct influence on the 
success of their counterpart.

2,377 passing yards in nine games this season, Reilly 
is second in the NCC only to Ben King, who plays 
in essentially a pass-only offense at Minnesota State. 
Reilly’s 22 touchdown passes coupled with just five 
interceptions means you’re not going to lose too 
many games with this gunslinger commanding your 
troops. 

Reilly has been extremely efficient this season 
in leading his Wildcats from mediocrity towards 


a touchdown earlier this season. The Mavs are 9-0. 


season due to injury, McNeill 
has exploded for 1,192 yards 
and an NCC-leading 15 touchdowns. This tailback is 
thinking pay dirt every time he touches it, and a lot of 
the time he finds it. 

The difference maker on defense for the Wildcats 
will be sophomore Buddy Wood. Check out this stat 
line: 83 tackles, 7.5 tackles for loss, one sack, two 
interceptions, four passes defended and two fumbles 
forced this season. Wood is a ball-craving linebacker 
that is counted on by his team to come up with a big 
play every game.

With both UNO 
running backs healthy, they have added energy to an 
already unstoppable rushing attack. The Mavericks 
are currently third in the nation with 303.8 rushing 
yards per game, and are improving each week. These 
Mavericks are running behind arguably the best run- 
blocking offensive line in the nation, and 11 Wildcats 
won't be enough to slow them down.

UNO’s secondary vs. CWU’s wide receivers 

Junior CB Reed Taylor has been great this season 
in matching up and slowing down the opponent's 
best wide-out. This week he may face his toughest 
challenge yet in sophomore wide receiver Johnny 
Spevak. Spevak has exploded onto the national scene 
this year with 60 catches, 790 yards and 10 touchdowns. 
He has been Reilly’s most reliable possession receiver 
as well as his biggest downfield threat. But he’s 
got help. Including Spevak, Central Washington has 
seven different receivers with at least 10 receptions 
this season. 

The success of this UNO defense begins and ends 
with senior strong safety Randy Kush. Kush is UNO’s 
career leader in interceptions, and is third among 
defensive backs this year with 6.2 solo tackles per 
game. He will see a plethora of Wildcat weapons, and 
will be called upon to rattle their cages a bit. 

Although UNO’s secondary has _ shown 
improvements in recent weeks, they are still dead 
last in the conference in pass defense (249.2 yards 
per game). They are going to be giving these Wildcat 
receivers a lot of cushion in order to avoid the big 
play, and Spevak and Co. will be open underneath all 
game long.

Overall, tomorrow’s match-up is extremely even, 
and both teams will be playing with a lot of confidence. 
These two teams force turnovers, but rarely turn the 
ball over themselves. Both offenses are highly efficient 
inside the red-zone, and both defenses play extremely 
well when their opponents cross the 20. It really will 
be strength on strength. 

In the end, UNO’s offense will out-duel the 
Wildcats in a thrilling slugfest. The Maverick run game 
will make the difference in crunch-time, and Central 
Washington’s high-powered offense will watch from 
the sidelines as Miller and Co. put the game’s final 
stages, and the Wildcats’ title hopes, on ice.

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Program to support 
Nebraska performing 
artists, filmmakers

The deadline for the 2008 Individual Artist 
Fellowship Award Program is fast approaching. 
On Nov. 15, competing artists will have to have 
their submissions turned in to the Nebraska Arts 
Council. There are three divisions in which artists 
typically compete: literary works, performance 
arts and visuals arts. This year's focus is on 
performing arts and filmmaking. 

Competitors in the performance arts area 
will be able to contest each other in fields such 
as choreography, playwriting, composition and 
interdisciplinary performance. Meanwhile, artists 
competing in the filmmaking portion can submit 
works in the categories of documentary, traditional 
narrative, experimental narrative and animation. 

“There are very few programs specifically 
for the creative community themselves,” said 
Suzanne Wise, director of the Nebraska Arts 
Council. “[Through this program] we can honor 
them for their achievements.” 

To compete in this program, artists must be 
19-years-old or older and have been a Nebraska 
resident for at least two years. The Nebraska 
Art Council also requires a signed and notarized 
affidavit on file as proof of residency. 

Competitors are not allowed to be enrolled in 
an undergraduate, graduate or certificate-granting 
program in the area in which they are competing. 
Also, the artist must be the creator of his or her 
submission and not use it as an interpretation of 
someone else’s artistic piece. Only one application 4d 
per person is eligible for review. 

All applications must be postmarked or 
delivered to the Nebraska Arts Council by 5 p.m. 
on Nov. 15. Late entries will not be accepted. 

Three judges, selected for their artistic 
knowledge, will be chosen to review submissions 
and the artists chosen by this panel will be 
forwarded to the Nebraska Arts Council. The 
winner will be announced at the Nebraska Arts 
Council’s quarterly meeting in April.

“We are developing ways to increase the 
visibility of these awards, which included an art 
exhibit of the visual artists at Sheldon Memorial 
Art Gallery in Lincoln this past summer, as well 
as several I[AF-related events including literature 
fellows; as well as a multidisciplinary panel which 
spoke on the issues related to artists who pursue 
their arts careers in Nebraska,” said J.D. Hutton, 
artist services and communications manager for 
the Nebraska Arts Council.
